Pratically Absorbs Roger Sulli- 
van'’s Cosmopolitan Electric. 


CAN USE OVERHEAD WIRES. 


Ordinance Also Permits Transmission 
of Sound and Signals. 


for the expansion of Roger Sulli- 
Coemopoltan Electric company 
brought to light yesterday the. interesting 
fact that this concern now is practically con- 
trolled in policy by the Commonwealth Edi- 
son company. The interests that dominate 
the Commonwealth Edison aleo dominate the 
Cosmopolitan and the business of the smaller 
company will be extended in Harmony with 
the policies of the larger concern. 

The Cosmopolitan comes in pretty handy 
to the interests that control the electric light 
and power field in these days of strictly regu- 
lated public utilities. It. is doing business 
under an extremely favorable franchise, 
passed in the lax oki days of the city council, 
which enables it in certain territory to distrib- 
ute current more cheaply than the Common- 
wealth Edison: company. 

For example, the Cosmopolitan is permit- 
ted to sags lenton pte by overhead pole lines in the 
territory between Thirty-ninth and Fifty- 
fifth atreets, east of Armour avente, whereae 
within these boundaries. underground con- 
—— is required of the Commonwealth 


" Bales Rumors Set ASoat. 

This is one fieid in which the Cosmopolitan 
would be permitted to do all the business it 
pleased without making the Commonwealth 
jealous, inasmuch as underground conetruc- 
tion is expensive and inasmuch as the profit 
made by the one company and the economy 
effected by the other benefit virtually the 
same pockets. 

The plans of the tan became 
public through the issuance of a building per- 
mit by the city authorizing the company to 
construct a $280,000 power house at Canal 
street and the river. The work, for which 
plans have been drawn by D. H. & 
Co., will begin at once. 

The publication of the permit gave rise to 
reports that the tan was controlied 
by the Peoples Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany, which intended to branch out into the 
electric lighting field and start a war of com- 
petition with the Commonwealth Edison 
company. As the Cosmopolitan aleo has s 
franchise for a telephone business, there

These deauctione found their way into one 


newspaper and caused much mirth among 
financial persons in Le Salle street who are 
acquainted with the facts. 


May Mean Ultimate Absorption. 

Mr. Sulliven’s-company appears to be in, 
the same stage of progress toward an ulti- 
mate absorption as was.the Ogden Gas com- 
pany. for several years before it was taken 
over by the ‘People's Ges Light and Coke 
company. 

These two companies—the Ogden and the 
Cosmopoliitan—have been linked together by 
— ever since. they were railroaded 

h the city council Feb. 25, 1805, when 
jot . Hopkins was mayor. The Cosmopol- 
itan made less noise than the Ogden, but at 
last has been recognized On its merite as a 
valuable property. 

The Cosmopolitan, of which Mr. Sullivan is 
secretary, obteined a fifty year franchise 
and the right to string its wires overhead 
and underground throughout the city and 
transmit electricity for heat, lighting, power, 
and sounds and signals. When George B. 
Swift succeeded Hopkins ag mayor the ordi- 
nance wae repealed, but the courts subse- 
quently held in the Ogden Gas case that this 
action wee illegal. 

Present Plant a Small One. 

The company Was required to complete- 
plant and equipment, valued at $100,000, with- 
in three years, and there is some question 
that this provision was complied with, as the 
plant is an extremely modest one today, 
It is located in Grove street and does a busi- 
ness of from $16,000 to $20,000 a month sup- 
plying small concerne with electricity, It 
pays 8 per cent compensation on. its gross 
receipts to the city. 

According to city hall gossip the Cosmo- 
politan ordinance was offered to the Chicago 
Telephone company when that corporation 
was seeking a franchise renewal with indif- 
ferent success. The story was that the tele- 
phone company thought the price demanded 
too high, especially in view of the possible 
clouds on the Cosmopolitan title. Mr. Sulli- 
van denied yesterday that such an offer ever

WESTERN LIPE FIGHT GORS.ON 


Two Defendants Will Appeal 
from Heavy Judgments. 


DECLARE COURT IS UNJUST.

Gén. Moulton, Edward I. Rosenfeld, 
and W. H. Gray Struck Hard, 


The Western Life Indemnity cotmpany case 
which United States Circuit Judge Kohisaat 
decided last Friday will be carried to the 
higher courts by at least two of the defend- 
ants. 

William H. Gray, the former manager of 
the insurance company, against whom oa 
court decreed a judgment for $125,000, will 
appeal, and Edward I. Rosenfeld, the suc- 
ceeding manager, who with Gen. George M. 
Moulton wes ordered to restore $200,000 to 
the company, also said he. ould take an 
appeal. 

A decision of the case by the higher courts 
would determine the legality and ethics of 
the selling of a genera) manager's contract. 
Judge Kohiseaat decided that Gray ‘acted 
wrongfully when he sold his- contract to 
manage the company to Rosenfeld for $126,- 
000 and ordered this amount refunded. The 
court held this sum enormous te pay for « 
$12,000 a year contract, with only four years 
to run, and declared that Gray should have 
suspected that Rosenfeld planned to loot the 
company. 

Friends Defend Gray’s Action. 

Mr. Gray declined to discuss the case in any 
way, but from his advisers was learned the 
ground on which he will appeal from Judge 
Kohisaat's decision. After being for twenty- 
one years genera! maneger of the Knights 
Templar Insurance company, & component 
company of the Western Life, it appears, his 
health broke down and he decided to retire. 
In 1906 Rosenfeld offered to purchase for 
$100,000 his contract, under which he was re- 
ceiving commissions at a minimum of $12,000 
a year. Eventually they agreed on $125,000 
and the contract wae sanctioned by four at- 
torneys and by the board of directors. Mr. 
Gray’s contention is that his contract, under 
which he made as high as $18,000 a year, to- 
gether with the prospect of renewal, was 
cheap at the price. 


Moulton Censured by Court. 
The court severely condemned the pur- 


chase of lists of policy holders in the Life 


Insurance Company of - Pennsylvania, of 
which Rosenfeld formerly was manager, de- 
claring Gen. Moulton, at that time president 
of the Western Life, at fauk for not im 
ing the deal fully. The $200,000 paid 
for these liste the court ordered Moulton and 
Rosenfeld to restere to the company. It 
was charged that out of the $200,000 Rosen- 
feié repaid the $125,000 for the Gray con- 
tract and then pocketed the remaining 
$75,000. 
“ The whole effair ie tainted with fraud, in 
which Moulton must be held to have ac- 
quiesced,”’ said the court. 


Rosenfeld Gives Out Statement. 

In defense of his position Rosenfeld gave 
out this statement: 

“The facts in the case are that the West- 
ern. Life Indemnity company has, from thé 
profits Of the business called ‘ valueless,’ 
which I sold them, received back the origina! 
investment of $200,000 and considerable profit 
at the present time, and as time goes on will 
get back at least 50 per cent, in my judgment. 
Had it not been for the litigation which wa 
instigated at the time I was general manager 
of that company and tried to effect the con- 
solidation with the Security Life and An- 
puity company, which would heve put the 
Western Life Indemnity company upon a 
legal reserve basis, the business which it had 


acquired from the Life Insurance company of }. 


Penneyivania would have paid over 200 per 
cent clear proms. 

“TJ am satisfied that no such judgment will 
stand, and I make this statement on the ad- 


vice of my counsel.” 


Will Appeal from Decision. 

Rosenfeld declared later that he would ap- 
peal from Judge Kohisaat’s decision, assert- 
ing that he had not been represented by 
counsel in the proceeding before the United 
States judge and that the judgment came as 
a complete surprise to him. ms 

Gen. Moulton at hie house late last. night 
said that he did not regard himeelf as deeply 
concerned in the suit. 

“ My connection,”’ he said, “ is more for- 
mal than otherwise. I never have been ac- 
cused of profiting personally out of the com- 


pany 

at In ab way we acted as we thought 
best for the company and I think it was for 
the test. [fthere is dn appeal in this case 
it will come from Mr. Gray, who is more 
directly concerned.”

Tells Judges and Lawyers He Means 
to Take Up Work in City. 


State's Attorney Jonn J. Healy last evening 
learned that at feast ona contingent of 
judges and lawyers of Chicago do aot wish 
to see his retirement from public life when 
he steps out of the office of state's attorney 
tomorrow. 

These wishes were expressed in a score 
of different ways at a farewell banquet 
given to Mr. Healy by his subordinates and 
former assistants at the Annex last evening, 
Some of his friends conetrued guarded 
statements made by the retiring state’s at- 
torney as a promise that he would remain 
in politics, but he denied that any such 
meaning had been buried in his statements. 

Nearly 100 assistant state's attorneys, de- 
tectives, Municipal judges who once acted 


as assistants to. Mr. Healy, and lawyers took. 


part in the banquet. Hobart Young, now ae- 
eistant* state's attorney, acted aS ‘toast- 
master. 


Says Future Holds His Reward. 

“We know that the retirement of Mr 
Healy, which may be construed as a. set- 
back, will be but temporary,” said Municipal 
Judge Fred Fake, the firat speaker... “* Bet- 
ter things and higher places are in store 
for him. The. people cannot afford to lose 
so honest and capable a servant. The people 
recognize the value of such a man in public 
office, although It may appear, just now, asif 
they did not. 

“The men in Mr. Healy’s office have been 
true blue. They have, Hke their superior, 
done the best work that was in them, and I 
believe that the high standing of the office 
during Mr. Healy's unmibency is due, to 
some extent, to them.” 


Healy to Practice Here. 

Mr. Healy spoke with great feeling when 
he told the men that he withed to say an of- 
ficial good-by to them, but thet he hoped to 
meet all of them often. 

“T am going to be right here in Chicago 
in apite of reports to the contrary,” said he. 
“I am going back to practicing law, and, as 
I may have to start at the bottom, I probably 
shall appear in the lower courts and before 
some of my former assistants. 

“I wish to say in parting that a man could 
not have been surrounded with a more hon- 
est and capable body of men than I have 
had in the state’s attorney's office. I never 
looked upon them as assistants but as mem- 
bers of a big law firm, each one of whom was 
doing bis particular duty.” 

Mr. Healy said that he intended to take a 
two weeks’ trip beginning today, after which 
he probably will take his family for a Bu- 
ropean trip. On his return, he said, he would 
return to the practice of law.

BRYAN IS ATTACKED BY BEAR |

Hunter Blames Own Careless Act for 
Danger He Faces. :

Mr. Bryan did not appear to realize his 
danger, saying it was his own careless judg- 
ment that prompted him to close in on the 
animal, which he says was fatally wounded 
before he grabbed at him.

Not' content with these resulta, they have 
carried on researches into the private affairs 
of the lobster until they have laid bare the 
innermost secrete of his personal fe.

Amsterdam is the 
great diamond cutting center of the world and women 
are among the expert workmen in- these establish- 
ments. For cutting and polishing, steel wheels mak- 
ing ‘ several thousand revolutions a misiute carry oil 
and diamond dust against the gem, which is imbedded 
in @ stiff paste at the end of a stick.. As each facet 
is cut and polished, the stone ‘fa turned, dipped into 
the oll an@ diamond dust, and applied again to the 
stone. 

When the great Cullinan stone first was picked

“This was a similar performance to writing after 
loss of sight. It is possible, then, in»a limited way, to 
determine the shape of what we term a musical éar. 
However, by a musical ear, as we commonly use the 
term, we mean an ear or an individual who has a 
peculiar aptitude for music, either in appreciating 
sounds or recording them. This is more of a mental 
phenomenon which has been developed to a higher or 
lesser degree by education. 

“Thus, birds sing songs, but some of, these songs 
are musically incorrect. We might say that the musical 
ear is a translation’to the mind of the vibrations re- 
ceived through an irritation produced on the terminal 
filaments of the acoustic or eighth nerve through the 
medium of vibrations which strike the ear and are 
transmitted through the external ear and the drum 
membrane. From here the intervention of small bones 
to a second drum membrane causes vibration in the 
fluid of the internal ear, which produces irritation of 
the nerve, and this stimulation is conveyed to the brain 
by the auditory nerve, where the hearing cells are 
stimulated.” .
